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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over North in 
view of McNaught et al. 

North discloses a ratchet tool having a ring-shaped head having a toothed 
member rotatably received therein and a handle having a first end pivotally inserted in 
the ring-shaped head. North discloses the claimed invention except for having a 
toothed portion integral to the first end of the handle rather than having a separate 
toothed member such as a pawl for engaging the rotatable toothed member. McNaught 
et al. discloses a ratchet tool having a ring-shaped head having a toothed member 
rotatably received therein, a handle having a first end pivotally inserted in the ring- 
shaped head, and a pawl having a single tooth located in the ring-shaped head, the 
pawl having a second side for engagement with the first end of the handle. Besides 
being obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to make a formerly integral structure in 
various elements, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to have modified the toothed member engagement portion 
of the handle of the tool of North by providing a separate pawl member, as taught by 
McNaught et al., wherein the connection between the wrench and the handle is

controlled by the movement of the handle and which the force exerted upon the handle 
is utilized to actuate the pawl into firmer engagement with the wrench. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the introduction of a recess in the pawl and a coordinating protrusion from the 
handle, a flexible plate extending from the first side of the pawl, and two springs in the 
head to contact the first end of the handle, are each novel features in combination with 
the structure of claim 1. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Daugherty, Fetter, Rice, Stang, and Van Horn each disclose a 
wrench having a pivotal handle structure for engaging a toothed rotatable member.
